Inuring  the  past   two  or  thrco  yoars    I   have  noticed  a  gpowing  ten- 
dency on  the   part   of  residents   of  Yellowstone  Park,  who   own  automobiles, 
to    ignore   the   rules  arid   regulations  re      rding  the  speed  at  which  cars  may 
"be   run  on  the    ro  ad.        There  are   four  or  five   residents  who   constantly 
drive   at   excessive    speed  and   I   have  personally  noticed  that    this   speed 
has  not  slackened  on  curves.        The   attention  of   ell   residents   owning 
automobiles   is  again   specifically  called  to  Rule   9,   which  reads   as   follows: 

"9.        SPEEDS.   -   Speed  is   limited  to    12  miles  per  hour   on 
grades  and  when  rounding  sharp  curves,,        On  straight   open 
stretches,   when  no  Vehicle    is   nearer  than  200  yards,    the   speed 
may  be   increased  to    25  miles  per  hour, 

"The   speed  of   all  motor  trucks    is    limited  net   tr    accood 
15  miles  per  hour  on  all  park  roads/* 

.i  warning   is  hereby  issuod  that    the  ranger  force    is  going  to  be 
expected  to   arrest  and  bring  to   the   United  States   Commissioner,   residents 
of  the  park  who   violate   the  regulations   just    as  they   do  the   visitors  to 
the  park  who  Violate  this  or  -ny  other  regulation.        The   regulations   are 
made   for  all  users   of  the  park  roads  and   there   is  to   be  no   discrimination 
in   favor  of  permanent   residents, 

Officers   of   the  park,    on  emergency  missions,  will  be  authorized 
to    drive   faster   than   the   regulations  permit    if     the  nature   of  their  business 
demands  such  driving.        Likewise,  physic:    ns  hurrying  to   the    aid  of  the 
sick  or   injured  may  drive  at    speed   in  excess   of  the   regulations,    although 
the  nature   of   the    sickness   should    ;overn   the  physician  and  his  driving. 
He   should  not  endanger  the    lives  of  others  while   answering  c   call  that 
docs  not    demand  excessive   speed.        Physicians  returning  from  a  cell  or 
engaged  on  non-pro fe ssi onr  1  business  must    stay  within  the    regulat  ions. 

It   is    regretted  that    it   has   been  necessary  to   issue  this   regula- 
tion but  as  more  permanent    residents  of  the  park  seem  to   be    joining  the 
group  of   speeders,    it   appears   that  at   this  timo  a  halt  must  be   called 
on  this  practice,    and  hence   this  warning.

In  the  past  I  have   called  attention  to  the  necessity 
for  the  utmost  care   being  given  to  the   lawns  at  headquarters. 
It  has  oome  to  my  attention  that  some  of  the  residents  of  Mamnoth 
lot  Springs  are  still  careless  in  the  matter  of  running  their 
oars  over  the  lawns  and  considerable   damage  has  been  done  to 
certain  sections   of  the   lawns   since   last  year.     This  running 
of  cars  on  the  lawns  must  absolutely  be   stopped. 

Attention  is  again  called  to  the  equally  obnoxious 
practice  of  driving  horses  over  the   lawns  about  the  homes  and 
Government  buildings.     There  is  no  objection  to  riding  horses 
across  the  main  plaza  lawns  but  they  must  not  be  driven  or 
ridden,  across  any  of  the  lawns  about  the  ptblic  buildings,  the 
private  homes  or  the  hotel.
